Or THE many valuable introductions from China, this beautiful 
and charming early Spring flowering shrub or small tree stands out 
as one of the best. 


With the advent of Spring, one finds Prunus Triloba in full 
bloom. Even before the leaves appear, the long slender branches 
are thickly set with delicate pink, double, finely formed flowers 
an inch or more in diameter, resembling miniature roses; hence 
its common name ‘Rose Tree of China.’’ Coming into flower 
at a time when most other shrubs are just waking up and starting 
into growth, this little tree, a mass of bloom, presents a striking 
picture, adding considerable to the charm and attractiveness of the 
home grounds. It brightens and cheers the landscape as no other 
object can do at that particular time of year. 


Its chief characteristics are its remarkable profusion of bloom and 
its extreme hardiness. Succeeds over a wide extent of territory, even 
in very cold sections of the country and gives satisfaction wherever 
planted. An ideal shrub either as an individual specimen on the 
lawn, or when planted in groups in the shrubbery border. 


Should be trimmed back severely immediately after blooming cach 
year, as this tends to force an abundance of new growth upon which 
the blooms will appear the following Spring. 
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
